Tons and tons of gifts—so 
m any that not in centuries could , 
one m an use them up— have de­ 
scended on Moscow from the Com ­ 
m unist world. 
R e p o r t s 
r e a ching 
London 
through the Soviet M onitor and 
other channels indicate that there 
will be m ore th an 1,000,000 p a r­ 
cels, 
bearing the tag: 
“H appy 
B irthday D ear Com rade.” 
Besides, there will be a v erit­ 
able flood of big crates contain­ 
ing the m ore u n w ie ld y gifts— all 
the w ay from motorcycles to a ir­ 
planes. 
T ak e an average figure of $5 
p er gift— th at w ould be cheap for 
a b irth d ay gift for Stalin— and 
the jackpot is w orth m ore than 
$5,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 —(/P>— 
United Statts scientists are finding 
answers to one of the most difficult 
and terrifying problems of atomic 
war-fare. 
For three years they have sought 
a safeguard against the lingering 
and 
lethal 
radioactive 
poison 
created in some types of a-bomb 
explosions. The search has gone en 
since the underwater explosion of 
an atomic bomb 
in 
the 
Bikini 
tests of 1946. 
The results of those tests started 
military and Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission (AEC) scientists looking 
for ways to prevent contamination 
of people and objects or to cleanse 
areas and objects of the poison. 
A new publication of the AEC on 
“handling radioactive wastes” and 
a summary of studies written by 
an army engineer show that the 
problem is not quite as hopeless 
as was once believed. 
The AEC report mentions that 
its Oak Ridge, Tenn., laboratories

“This work will be useful not 
onfy in the atomic energy program 
but also to the armed forces in 
developing means of decontaminat­ 
ing equipment in combat zones. 
“Progress is reported on the 
development of stoppable films 
which can be used to cover con­ 
taminated apparatus and, if neces­ 
sary, placed by remote control.” 
At other 
laboratories, 
it says, 
“similar coatings have been devel­ 
oped for painting hot laboratories. 
From time to time the contami­ 
nated paints can be removed and 
the laboratory walls do not thus 
become 
permanently 
contami­ 
nated.” 
Atomic experts use the word 
“hot” to designate anything that 
is dangerously radioactive. The 
“hot” ships in the Bikini tests were

At Bikini, various experimental 
efforts 
were 
made 
to 
cleanse

Lt. Col. Richard D. Wolfe, army 
engineer, in an article appearing in j 
the current editions of two un- i 
official magazines, The Anti-air I 
Craft Journal and The Military 
Engineer, describes three general 
methods tried. 
“The first, “he writes, “consists 
of surface removal methods. In 
this category are the successful 
methods used to date in decontami­ 
nation of ships. In crudest form 
they include paint removal by 
caustic solutions and such brute- 
force methods as sandblasting and 
scraping to remove paint and par: 
of the surface of the material. 
“The second approach is that o 
decontamination without affecting 
character or quality of the surface 
this method includes the use of 
chemical solutions to dissolve the 
contaminants 
and 
carry 
them 
away. 
“The third method involves the 
means of preventing contamina­ 
tion, including such devices as the 
interposition of a water film on the 
surface^ which mechanically im­ 
pedes the attachment of contami­ 
nation to the surface itself.”

terested in an actio n under the 
Sherman

DURING recen t y ears we hav e 
learn ed a great deal about a disease 
with a lon g n ame an d a bad repu­ 
tation . 
Kn own as histoplasmosis, it was 
at on e time thought to be a highly 
fatal disorder but, within the part 
two y ears, research has shown that 
far from bein g n ecessarily fatal, it 
it often so mild as to go un recog­ 
n ised. 
Caused by Fun gus 
Th# con dition is caused by a 
fun gus kn own as the Histoplasma 
capaulatum. In sev ere cases, the 
sy mptoms are like those of sev ere 
lun g tuberculosis. The patien t has 
fev er, an emia, or a lessen in g or de­ 
crease in the n umber of red cells in 
the blood, loss of weight, an d cough. 
The ly mph glan ds an d liv er, as well 
as the spleen in the left upper part 
of the abdomen , may be en larged. 
It seems that this fun gus gets in to 
the body through the mouth, but 
occasion ally 
may 
gain 
en tran ce 
through the akin . 
In children , the disorder starts 
gradually with losa of weight, fev er, 
digestiv e upsets an d coughin g. L at­ 
er in the con dition , the lun g is often 
affected. There are chest pain s an d 
abn ormal breathin g soun ds. Often , 
calcium or lime deposits are seen in 
the X-ray plates of the lun gs an d 
ly mph glan ds at the lun g root. 


Positiv e Reaction * 
Large n umbers of person a n ev er 
kn own to hav e had the disease were 
tested with an ex tract from the or­ 
gan ism which causes histoplasmo­ 
sis, an d man y showed positiv e re­ 
action s. 
Further ex amin ation with X-ray 
disclosed n umerous lime deposits in 
the lun gs of these person s, similar 
to those caused by healed tuber­ 
culous in fection s. This clears up a 


problem which has baffled in v esti­ 
gators for man y y ears—the pres­ 
en ce of such deposits in people who 
can n ot be shown by an y other test 
to hav e had tuberculosis. Apparen t­ 
ly , n ot tuberculosis, but a mild form 
of histoplasmosis is respon sible for 
these scars. From these results, it 
was suggested that a mild form of 
histoplasmosis may be respon sible 
for a great deal of the lime deposits 
seen in person s who do n ot hav e 
tuberculosis. 
Large Number 
Eighty -fiv e children were tested 
with the histoplasmin , an d a large 
n umber of them were foun d posi­ 
tiv e. These children often had such 
sy mptoms 
as tiredn ess, loss 
of 
weight, n ightmares, fev er at n ight, 
an d coughin g. They were often pale 
an d listless, suffered from an emia, 
an d X-ray s of the chest showed 
man y calcium or lime deposits in 
the lun g tissues. 
. 
It would appear, therefore, that 
this con dition , kn own as histoplas­ 
mosis, may occur much more often 
than was formerly realized. How­ 
ev er, with careful ex amin ation , in ­ 
cludin g X-ray s of the chest an d the 
makin g of a skin test with an ex ­ 
tract of the fun gus, a diagn osis 
may be reached. Treatmen t with 
sulfon amide drugs may be of v alue.
